Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-7, 9-23, and 25-35 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 1 and 
12 state the limitation "the positioning wall extending continuously along four sides of 
the electronic component". This limitation, in conjunction with the other claimed 
limitations was neither found to be disclosed in, nor suggested by the prior art. Claim 
20 states the limitation "the bumps and the electrodes on which the bumps are not 
formed are connected to each other with a conductive material interposed 
therebetween". This limitation, in conjunction with the other claimed limitations was 
neither found to be disclosed in, nor suggested by the prior art. Claim 30 states the 
limitation "forming bumps on the electrodes of the electronic component or on the 
electrodes on the circuit board, the bumps and the electrodes on which the bumps are 
not formed are connected to each other with a conductive material interposed 
therebetween". This limitation, in conjunction with the other claimed limitations was 
neither found to be disclosed in, nor suggested by the prior art.
